Gov't Will Distribute 
Seed Grain and Potatoes 


By instructions of the Hon. 


y Minister of Agriculture a distri- ; one will be sent. Applications on 


bution of superior sorts of grain 

and potatoes will be made dur- 

ing the coming winter and spring 

to Canadian farmers. The sample 

for general distribution will con- 

sist of spring wheat (about 5 lbs.) 

white oats (about 4lbs.), barley 

(about §lbs.), and field peas 
(about 5 |bs.), These will be sent 
out from Ottawa. A distribution 
of potatoes (in 3 1b, samples) will 
be carried on from several of the 
experimental farms, the Central 
Farm at Ottawa supplying only 
the provinces of Ontario and Que- 
bec. All samples will be sent free» 
by mail. 

Applicants must give particulars 
in regard to the soil on their farms, 
and some account of their exper- 
ience with such kinds of grain (or 


potatoes) as they have grown, so 


that a promising sort for their con 
ditions may be selected, 


Each application’must be separ- 
ate and must be signed by the app- 
licant. Only one sample of grain 
and one of potatoes can be sent 
to each farm. lf both samples are

WAR AND WHEAT 


Winnipeg Quotations Much Higher 
Than Those of Minneapolis 


The inimediate effect of the declar 


ation of war on the wheat market 
was, as is well known, a stiffening in 
prices. Roughly speaking the Winni 


peg prices for wheat had averaged 
around 80 cents per bushel before the 
war, while recent quotations are in 
the neighborhood of $1.05 and have 
been higher. There have been some 
fluctuations due to uncertainty — re- 
garding the conditions of shipment 
and insurance across the Atlantic, but 
generally speaking there is little 
doubt that the war will mean much 
higher prices to the Western farmer 
than would have been the case if 
peace had prevailed. In so far as the 
increased price will compensate for 
a partial loss of crop, the West will 
gain from the war, 

An outstanding and interesting fact 
is the great difference in favor of the 
Winnipeg market in the price of 
wheat, On August 10th the Winnl- 
peg price was 14 cents per bushel 
higher than the Minneapolis price for 
the same kind of wheat. In fact the 
difference was so great that Canadian 
millers were forced to buy American 
wheat which could be laid down cheap- 
er at Canadian mills after the freight 
and duty. had been paid than the Can 
adian article. Under, war conditions, 
which, however, hopes will 
not prevail long, it would seem that 
the Canadian wheat’ grower would 
suffer by a removal of the duty. The 
big ‘American wheat crop has tended 
to reduce the price of wheat in this 
continent, and apparently there was 4 
possibility of the Canadian millers 
buying large quantities of wheat in 
the United States, some of which 
might have been used tn the one mil- 
lion bag order, comprising Canadian 
flour, given to Great Britain. The 
Government has, however, protected 
the interest of the Canadian wheat 
growers by requiring the mills to use 
nothing but Canadian wheat in manu- 
facturing this huge order

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UROPE claims the attention of all nations at 
present, and the picturesque national cos- 
tumes of the different countries are brought 

into prominence. Many who are familiar with the 
gala attire of the peasantry will recognize the prin- 
cipal features of the national costumes in the styles 
of the present. The designers have been inspired to 
adapt the smocks, bodices, coats and tunics, with 
slight variations, to the lines countenanced by the 
fall fashions. 

In the fields of Normandy and Touraine the 


peasants wear loose-hanging smocks of dull blue, 
gray_or tan-colored materials, and from these a 
designer evolved the stunning smock frock shown 
here. The smock of black satin slips over the head 
and extends well over the skirt of flowered black 
satin showing a tulip design in bright blue and red.

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The sleeves of the smock are of the same material, 
fitting the wrists closely. Light blue braid is used to 
lace the shoulder and underarm seams together, and 
tassels of small black beads ornament the ends. 
This frock is simple, yet decidedly distinctive. 

From colorful Spain comes the fascinating cos- 
tume with the bolero jacket of the toreador. The 
underblouse is of canary-yellow chiffon, and over it 
is arranged the bolero of dark red silk, bordered 
with a narrow pleated frill of the same material. 
The skirt has an accordion-pleated overskirt of dark 


red silk, which falls over a foundation to correspond. 
The hip sash is of yellow silk, and the ends.are orna- 
mented with red silk tassels. 

Among the mountains of Switzerland dwell the

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The French Peasants 
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> In Hot Weather ; 
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These are the death days for babies 
Ten times as many babies die during 
the hot weeks of July and August as 
in all the rest of the year 

In the effort to lessen this terrific 
death toll the agents of the govern- 
ment are carrying on a babies’ health 
campaign through the tnfants’ milk 
@tations of the board of health and 
Wnrough private philanthropic agencies, 
The New York department of health 
has prepared a pamphlet of rules for 
the care of babies in hot weather, 
Some of them are as follows: 

Milk.—Bottle fed babies must be 
given only good milk which is kept 
constantly covered and on ice. Use 
milk furnished by the milk depots or 
diet kitchens. If the milk stations are 
not convenient get good bottled milk 
which is delivered every morning. If 
the milk cannot be kept pr« perly cool- 
ed it should be boiled as soon as ree 
celved 

leedings.—Prepare the feedings for 
the baby exactly as the doctor directs, 
Feed the baby at regular hours Each 
feeding should be heated to a proper 
temperature in the nursing bottle be- 
fore it is given to the baby. Taste @ 
spoonful of the milk immediately be- 
fore giving it to the baby to be sure 
that it has not soured. If the milk is 
not sweet do not give it to the baby. 

Cleanliness.—As soon as the bottle 
used by the baby is empty it should be 
thoroughly washed with cold water; 
then cleansed with borax and hot wa- 
ter (a teaspoonful of borax to a pint 
of water), The empty bottle should 
be put upside down on a shelf The 
bottles should be boiled just before 
filling for the next feeding The nip- 
ple should be thoroughly washed after 
each nursing with hot water and when 
not in use should soak in borax water 
in a covered glass. The nipple must 
be rinsed in boiling water just before 
the baby uses it, 

Clothing.—During the very hot days, 
or if the baby has fever, remove nearly 
all the clothing. A muslin slip or 
gauze shirt is enough A baby witb 
fever will not catch cold, 

Bathing.—A baby should have one 
tub bath every day; on very warm days 
from two to four general spongings 
with cool water. If the baby has fever 
sponge it with cool water every two or 
three hours and place cool, wet cloths 
on its head, 

Fresh Air.—Babies, sick or well 
must have fresh air Keep the baby 
in the largest, coolest room in the 
house or apartment Keep as little fire 
as possible. Keep the rooms free from 
garbage, soiled clothes and rubbish, 
Leave the windows open day and 
night. Avoid the sun on hot days, 
Select the shady side of the street and 
the shade of the parks, recreation piers 
and roofs. 

Sleep and Quiet.—Keep the baby 
quiet. Let it sleep alone and let it 
sleep as much as possible, Lay it on 
a firm bed, not on feather pillows, 
Keep the baby and bedclothes clean. 
Change the diaper and bedclothes as 
s00n as soiled and sponge the baby 
with a soft cloth and cool water. If 
this is done the baby will not be so 
restless and will sleep better, Do not 
give soothing sirup to make the baby 
quiet and do not let the baby hang om 
the nipple or suck a “baby com- 
forter.”

“In concluding the series of articles 
relating to the interruption of Ger- 
man exports it may be pointed out 
that when Germany, after long and 
costly preaparation decided for the ar- 
bitrament of war, her export trade 
stopped for the time being, for it was 
obvious that command of the sca by 
the Allies would entail stoppage of 
German export as a War measure and 
that the void thereby created would 
instantly become a matter of keen 
competition among the producing na- 
tions outside the vortex of tie war, 
In the weekly report ot August 25 
will be found a highly favorable re 
view under the heading of ‘Economic 
expansion of Germany,’ indicating re- 
markable power of competition by 
that country. It does not, however, 
appear possible for Germany to re- 
cover her abandoned trade, for as a 
general propgsition it may» be laid 
down that the building up of export 
trade is a slow business and if inter- 
rupted for a year or more, its re-cap- 
ture presents a most dicicult problem. 
For the time being our opportunity is 
potent and we should so make our 
plans and develop our methods that 
we may capture as much as possible 
and retain all that we capture,

Biggest Coin Ever Struck 

One of the largest coins ever 
struck, 23% in. by 18 in, has come 
into the possession of the American 
Numismatic Society. The piece is 
copper. It was coined in Sweden in 
1659 and had an intrinsic value of 
about $5.25. As a numismatic rarity 
it is said to be worth at present at 
least 9500. 

It is a rectangular ingot with five 
large round stamps punched in it. 
Each corner stamp carries the Swed- 
ish crown, with the date. Around the 
edge is the inscription of Carolus 
Gustavus X., the reigning king. 

This coin was struck at Avesta, 
Sweden. When fresh from the mint 
it fell overboard in the harbor of 
Riga, Russia, from which’ a dredge * 
brought it up ten years ago. Goins » 
of the kind were called “plate money.” 
Sweden turned them out almost con- 
tinuously for 110 years. 

Once 116 bronze cannon were melt- 
ed down and turned into 86,760 coins, 
but the main purpose in minting the 
pieces was to find an outlet for the 
Swedish copper mines without de 
preciating the value of the metal.

market at home. The prices asked 
and paid very close, as yet, to 
export quotations, but they are. still 
held above the ideas of the Old Coun- 
try tradesm-n, Of course, little doubt 
is entertained but that Canada must 
outlet for a great bulk

it is just about as logical to look for 
another kind of thing to happen. The 
way in which eggs, butter and other 
items went vp Old Country 
ideas, and stayed there, might well
